There  has  not  been  an  abnormal  amount  of  sickness  during  the  year,  and 
no  special  cause  requiring  investigation. 


Summary  of  Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals 
and  other  Institutions  Available  for  the  District. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home.  The  Townships  of  Pool, 
Arthington  and  Leathley  have  a  voluntary  Association  which  provides  a 
District  Nurse  who  is  a  certified  Midwife.  The  County  Council  give  a  grant 
of  ,£,50  per  annum. 

There  is  no  Nurse  available  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  foint  Isolation  Hospital  at  Menston  is  available  for  the  admission  of 
all  notifiable  infectious  disease  and  contains  76  beds. 

The  Wharfedale  Union  Hospital,  Otley,  receives  the  sick  poor  of  the 
District. 

Midwife.  The  Pool  and  District  Nurse  is  the  only  Certified  Midwife 
practising. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  Whiteley 
Croft,  Otley,  gives  Dispensary  treatment  to  tubercular  patients  living  in  the 
District. 

The  Middleton  Sanatorium  under  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
provide  for  the  treatment  of  250  patients  (Male). 

The  County  Council  grant  subsidies  to  the  Venereal  Clinics  at  the  Leeds 
and  Bradford  General  Infirmaries. 

There  is  a  small  hospital  situated  on  the  Otley  Chevin  available  for  the 
treatment  of  small  pox. 

The  Maternity  Hospital,  Hyde  Terrace,  Leeds,  and  the  St.  Agnes 
Home,  Leeds,  receive  unmarried  mothers.

Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the 
County  Authority  at  Wakefield.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied 
gratuitously. 

The  Council  have  obtained,  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  Orders  of  the 
late  Local  Government  Board  conferring  Urban  powers  with  respect  to 
byelaws  throughout  their  area,  and  Scavenging  in  certain  Townships.  With 
these  exceptions,  there  are  no  Adoptive  Acts  or  Byelaws  in  force.
